THE STATE OF THE MONEY 
MARKET. 

The state of the muriey market ia England 
at the close of tbo year was somowtiat 
anomalous. Notwithstanding the admitted 
abundance of money, the joint stock banks 
untl discount houses seem to have been dis- 
inclined to transact business eron at tho 
advanced rates which were then ruling. The 
rioa in tho rate of discount had almost sui 
perded business in th.o mining shato markot 
dut'ng the latter part of the year. Railway 
Snares, and all oilier negotiable securities 
Wife depreciated, although not to any extent 
likely seriously to affect the valuo of specie. 
The imporls of precious motal3 into Eng- 
land, hare during the whole continuanco of 
ihe high rates of discount, boon very con- 
siderable, and if we may judge fiom the 
■weekly reports of the state of tho money 
marnct, decidedly above tho average. And 
up to tho close of the year tho exports were 
not so large as thay had been previous to Ihe 
last rise iu tho bank rates of discount. In 
spit? of tho advance in tho rato of discount 
tho a'-counls from tho manufacturing districts 
wen' decidedly morn fuvorable, although 
cloths and manufactured goods aro nerer in 
great request at seazons of monetary depres- 
sion. English securities have been altogethor 
depressed for the last few months, and as a 
consequence tho funds have been depressed, 
and those who watch the monoy market moBt 
closely have expressed a decided opinion 
that there will not be any percoptiblo rally 
until Parliament hag met and the affairs of 
the continent have become more settled. 
With a prospect of war in Northorn Europe 
it was utterly impossible that any definite 
prospect of improvement in financial aflairs 
could be oxpeoted, until the public had a 
clearer insight into European policy gener- 
ally than Ihey had at the date of our last 
advices. Indeed considerable apprehension 
seems to have existed in many quarters that 
an undue pressure upon internal trade might 
occur from tho high rates of interest, and it 
was only tho anticipation that the difficulty 
might be speedily surmounted that kept 
prices of stocks and speculative shares from 
goiug lower still. But all Ibis depros 
sion — if wo may so term a rise in discount 
jates, in tho Home market, seems to lmvo 
by no means an unfavorablo effect upon colo- 
nial securities. There can bo no deubtwhatever 
that many persons who formerly could hardly 
be induced to look at any other security 
than land or funds, aro now seeking invoit- 
mcuts in other >> u es, and aro beginning to 
inquire whether , ic rates of interest, so long 
regarded as fabulous in the old country, 
which seem in colonics to bo only reasonable 
and just, are moderate for the circumstances 
of tho individual country in which they are 
ruling. Added to this, there is a much more 
settled belief in the steady development o( 
the gold-fiolds in the eoverul British colonies 
at present than there has been at spy previous 
•ra. Men who have skill in monetary and 
financial affairs have bocome ao-ubtomed to 
investigate the sources of wealth iu distant 
countries, and to estimate with pracision the 
advantages which may arise from the intro- 
duction of the precious melali, as a means 
o! exchange, into tho markets moro freely 
than in past years it was deemed possible. 
Up to the present lime, ull the gold discov- 
eries of the laat twenty years have made but 
a slight difference in the value ol that motal 
iu the old country. Years ago it wns the cus- 
tom to say that the gold from California 
vrnnlri entirely upset tho ruling positions of 
the precious metals, but wo do not God silver 
supplanting gold in any way, nor aro the 
relative positions of the two metals changed, 
except in some parts of Asia, where for years 
past, long bafore any of the recent gold dis- 
discoveries, silver has been valued as a me- 
dium of exchango more than gold, although 
tho intrinsic value of tho two bears the same 
relative proportion as iu other countries. In 
the whole, we think that we may fairly ex- 
pect our sharo of capital from the old coun- 
try in tho present year, notwithstanding de- 
pressions, and wars and rumor of wnrs.

r?HE BANQUET TO GOVERNOR 
DOUGLAS. 

In viow of tho proposed farewell bantpict 
to His Excellency Sir James Douglas, the 
following particulars from a late Australian 
paper in ref. .-ence to tho departure of Sir 
Henry Barkley will doubtless prove interest- 
ing tu many of our readers. 

Departure of Sir Konry Barkley. 
I~is Excellency Sir Henry Unrkloy, having 
been relieved from his duties as Governor of 
this ooiony, by the arrival of Sir Charles i)ar- 
Hngj ou the 9th September, left the following 
day by the royal mail steamer, on a visit to 
Sydney, prior in his departure from Australia 
to assutno lha office of Governor of the 
Mauritius. It was not general!/ known thai 
His Excellency was to leave so suddenly, and 
theru was consequently no public demonstra 
lion on the -^casinn, ns there otherwise 
would nave boon. His Kxcelloncy was es- 
corted to Saudridgo by a company of tho 
Volunteer, Prince of Wales Light Cavalry, 
und on his departure from the pier was 
heartily cheered by tho spectators. During 
the previous month Ilia Fxcollency was 
presented with > aliil ictory addresses by both 
Houses of Parliament, by the Corporation of 
Melbourne, and other municipal bodies ; by 
tho Royal Society, and by several religious 
ami charitable societies. 

On the 1st, ho waa entertained at a public 
banquet by (he inhabitants of Ballarat. The 
day was observed in town as a general holi- 
day, and tho principal places

wero profusely 'decorated with Hags. On his 
Excel lenoy's arrival he was received by a 
guard of honor, consisting of 150 of the 
Ballaafat Rillo Rangurs, and escorted from 
the station to Craig's Hotel," where ho was 
waited upon by a number of deputations, and 
presented with addresses. Tho banquet 
vhich took place Iu tho Mechanics [ustitutu 
,vas attended by 200 gentlemen, including 
most of tho loading publio and professional 
men, and tho principal merchants of the 
town ;;ud distiict. Ou tho following Thurs- 
day tho inhabitants of Melbourne did them- 
selves a similar honor, by entertaining His 
Excellency at a banquet in St. Ceorge Hall. 
There ware upwards or 200 gentlemen pre 
sent, including must of tho Members of Par.. 
Moment nnd the leading public inos of tho 
city, clergymou, &o. I'he chair was occu- 
pied by tho Hon. the President of the Legis- 
lative Council, and the lion, the Speaker of 
the Legislative Assembly and His Worship 
tho Mayor ol Melbourne, officiated as crou- 
piers. Tho toast of tho evening was enthu- 
siastically responded to, and on His Ex- 
cellency rising to reply, and again on his 
resuming his seat, the wholo company roso 
and continued cheering for several minutes. 

HINTS TO THE RECEPTION COM- 
MITTEE. 

As the demonstration to bo olfered lo our 
now Governor, Capt. Kennedy, will be tho 
lirst aQair of tho kind which has yet occurred 
to give our citizens an opportunity of testi- 
fying their loyalty to a representative of Har 
Majesty, on his assuming tho viceregal 
throne, and as every body is desirous to 
make the reception do honor to the city and 
eclony generally, a few particulars ( f the 
mode in which such matters are managed in 
other and larger colonies, may bo of use to 
our Reception Committee, in making their 
arrangements for tho approaching occasion. 

We extract from a late Australian paper, 
kindly furnished to us by Mr. Daniel Seott, 
the following description of the reception of 
Sir Charles Darling, the now Governor of 
Victoria. 

Arrival nnd Inauguration of Sir Charles 
Darling, 

Sir Charles Darling, successor to Sir Henry 
Darkly, as Governor of this colony, arrived In 
Melbourne on Vfednoiday, tho 9th in-u., by tho 
Suffolk, which left Plymouth on the 28th of Juno 
last. When it became known iu the city that tho 
vessel had passed the Heads, every preparation 
possibla within the lima before she would reach 
the Uay was made by tho authorities for tho due 
reception of Sir Charles anil family ; while the 
citizens generally testified their favorable regards 
by decoration their premises with Haj!», similarly 
ns on the occasion of the Ruyal marriage. As the 
vessel was expected to reach the Hay about one 
o'clock, tho Railway Tier by that hour was crowd- 
ed with tho inhabitants of Melbourne and the 
suburbs, anxious to see the new governor, awl in 
testimony of their loyalty give him a cardial wel- 
come as tho representative c f Her Majesty. Ue- 
fure a berth could he cleared for her at the pier, 
the Suffolk arrived in tho bay, and she bad ac- 
cordingly to come to in anchor for a short time. 
She was almost immediately afterwards boarded 
by the Very Rev. the Vicar-General (the Dean of 
Melbourne) in the Customs boat, who thus had 
tho honor of being the lirst to welcome Sir Charles 
and family to our shores. In a fow minutes after- 
wards Brigadier-General Chute and statf, and 
Captain Bancroft, aide-de-camp to his Excellency 
Sir Henry Darkly, arrived on board, and wero 
followed by the hon. the Chief Secretary and tho 
other members of the Ministry, who wero also aa- 
companied by his Worship the Mayor of Mel- 
bourne. About two o'clock the Suffolk weighed 
anchor, and was toweil to tho pier. When Bhe 
was abreast of hrr berth the tug dropped along- 
side, and took onboard the vicc-regal parly, tho 
members of the Ministry, Xc. and conveyed them 
tbeul to the usual landing steps. His Excellency 
on stepping on shore was officially received by the 
Mayor anil members nf the corporation, nnd was 
heartily cheered by the crowds assembled on the 
pier. After an interchange of courtesies with the 
Mayor, his Excellency was conducted to the rail- 
way station, where a special engine and train 
were in waiting to convey him and his family to 
Melbourne. A guard of honor, consisting of 
about fifty members of the Hoysl Artillery, under 
Captain Puree)!, were in waiting at the Flinders 
street station, where his Kxcelleney, on stepping 
from the carriage, was again heartily greeted by 
the crowd that thronged the platform. 11 o then 
drove oir in his Kxcelleney Sir Henry Tiarkly's 
tjrrijge, which had been placed at his disposal 
to the late residence of Mr. llbden, in Collins 
street, which had been prepared for his Excel- 
lency's temporary occupation, and where his 
Excellency still resides. On the following Friday 
his Kxcelleney was publicly sworn In by his hon. 
the Chief Justice in front of tho Treasury build- 
ings, where a huge platform was erected for the 
occasion. The platform on which the ceremony 
took place was also occupied by the hon. tho 
President of tho Legislative Council, the l,on. tho 
Speaker of the Legislative Assembly, tho mem- 
bers of the Ministry and the Kxecutive Conned, 
the members of both branches of the Legislature, 
tbo Mayor and corporation ol Melbourne, and mem 
bers of the suburban municipalities, the ropre. 
sentatives of foreign naiions, the clergymen of 
various denominations, etc. LsJy Darling. Miss 
Darling and other members of his Excellonoy'l 
family were also present. His Kxcelleney was 
escorted to and from his residence by a company 
of the Trineo of Wales Volunteer Light Horse; 
and a company of the Royal Artillery performed 
the duties of ii guard of honor, In front of tho 
Treasury there- were between four and five thous- 
and persons assembled, who heartily cheered his 
Excellency on his arrival and departure.

not ono of the voiisels lor which the Chinese 
Government have paid so heavily put in an 
appearance. Wnether we look on Won-ta- 
quan as a station of pirr.les or of rebels, we 
aro compelled to ask why an Knglish gun- 
boat aeconipaniod the oxpedition ngninst it, 
when a number of Chinese men-of-war were 
lying unemployed. As a strong piratical 
station, it was an object worthy of Captain 
Osborn's most particular attention, if ho 
designed to act in conformity with the re- 
presentations made by himself nud his friends 
in England. Ou the other bund, as a formid-
